MEDICAL MISSIONS 
AND SELF-SUPPORT, 


Ons effect of the plague now rife 
in the North is likely to be a great 
impetus given to the study of 
medicine on the part of the Chinese. 
Students have been drafted from 
medical colleges to perform in 
Manchuria the work of fully ‘quali- 
fied physicians, and while their zeal 
and self-sacrifice may be admired, 
it is impossible to congratulate the 
nation that has to resort to such 
unsatisfactory means of coping with 
a grave calamity. The thinking 
section of the population must 
realize that in the medical art, in 
spite of a few brilliant exceptions, 
the country is as far behind an 
ideal state of affairs as in other 
respects, and in view of the 
readiness with which foreign help 
has been enlisted to fight the 

lague, it is reasonable to sup) 

That’ there. will be engendered s 
general desire to romove from the 
nation the reproach of ignorance 
in medical and sanitary matters. 
Foreign Medical Missions have been 
and still are the most fruitful 
training ground for Chinese medical 
men ; bat it may well be open to 
doubt whether, in the event of a 
sudden and large increase in the! 
number of students applying for 
admission, the present resources of 
the Missions would suffice. The 
subject has recently been raised 
by our Canton correspondent, who, 
in view of the success that has 
attended the Fatshan Wesleyan 
Hospital and the Canton Medical 
Missionary Society’s Hospital, urges| 
the general adoption of the policy 
of self-support by all or at least 
the majority of Medical Missions. 
Tn the case of the Fatshan Hospital 
self-support has been the aim in 
view for twenty-five years. ‘There 
was a natural opposition, especially 
among the Chinese workers, at 
first, when the step from “free 
healing” to “self-support” was 
taken, but this opposition never 
reached the stage of resentment ; 
it soon subsided into quiescence ; 
finally it was transformed into 
active support. Indeed, so obviously 
was the principle of “ self-support” 
an advance beyond the old policy 
of “ free healing” that, some years 














‘of the Canton Medical Missionary 
Hospital unreservedly accepted the 
same principle, and applied it with 
all the enthusiasm and devotion of 
convinced mind. Nor was the 
step found to be hurtfal to any 
branch of the work. On the other 
hand, funds were soon available for 
the payment of the doctor’s salary, 
for the purchase of medicines, for 
the payment of Chinese doctors and 
nurses, for the improvement and 
enlargement of the Hospital build- 
ings, and for the more efficient 
‘equipment of the Hospital instra- 
ments. 

It is not to be supposed that all 
hospitals in China, if placed upon 











after, the young doctor in charge 


a self-supporting basis, would at 
‘once show the satisfactory results 
of the institutions in south China. 
But the fact remains that where a 
self-supporting policy has been in- 
troduced, there is no inclination to 
revert to the old practice of “ free 
healing.” The two Kuangtung 
hospitals are said to be always full, 
and there seems no unwillingness 
‘on the pert of the patients to pay a 
reasonable price for the inestimable 
blessings that come to them. Thus 
in the Fatshan Hospital the largest 
item in the revenue account, over 
seven thousand dol was the 
amount paid by the many in-patien! 
and their friends. On the expe 
ture side we find that, in addition 
to sundry repairs to the Hospital 
buildings, a new Church was erected 
at the cost of nearly nine thousand 
dollars, subscriptions towards this 








Iabour and money, must have some 
Intent object, which it behoved them 
to watch. A linguist’s clerk was 
often in attendance, partly for this 
purpose, for three or four years, 
and made himself very useful.” 
Even within the last twenty-live 
years not seldom have obstacles 
been placed in the way of securing 
land for hospital erection, by those 
who were ignorantly or interestedly 
opposed to such institutions. But 
times have changed. Perhaps even 
more marked than the change of 
front towards hospitals and Western 
medical science is the almost 
universal desire on the part of in- 
telligent young men to seek admis- 
sion to medical schools, in order 
to prepare themselves for the medi- 
cal professson. Throughout the 
maritime and riverine provinces 
over which the influence of the 
foreigner is most marked, native 
doctors, trained in part after the 


ways of the West, may be 
numbered by many” hundreds. 
On the other hand, _notwith- 


standing the enormous strides made 
by many of the Chinese in medical 
knowledge, and the fact that a 
Chinese doctor is available to mil- 
lions of the people, when they seck 
him, the truth remains incontestible 
that the foreigner is facile princeps ; 
and this is the caso in a marked 
degree where several years’ resi- 
dence in any locality bas won him 
a reputation and has made bis name 
a household word in tens of thou- 
sands of families. This fact may 








amount coming from both non- 
Christian and Christian Chinese. 
Such a state of affairs not only 
ensures that the necessary fands are 
forthcoming to insure successful 
work, but renders the institution 
free from constant dependence on 
the Churches of the Home lands, 
which bear the continuous burden of 
educational and evangelical efforts. 
‘A most striking change, during 
the last half-century, bas come over 
the attitude of the Chinese mind 
towards Western medical sciencoand 
missionary hospitals. The earliest 
efforts to assist poor Chinese were 
met by the peopl+ themselves with 
suspicion and timidity, whilst the 
literati and the “upper classes” 
confronted them with a frozen and 
supercilions contempt. It is trae 
that, when Dr. Parker opened his 
medical hospital in Canton in 1835, 
a few of the more enlightened gen- 
try supported him, and Howqu 
the famous hong magnate, “ readily 
fell in with it, and let a building 
for this purpose, and after the first 
year gave it rent free.” But “ the 
Hong merchants themselves seem 
to have a lurking suspicion that so 
purely benevolent an object, in- 
volving so much expense of time; 














be cited as an additional argument 
in favour of the ideal of self-support 
as the next step in advance, by 
which medical missions in China 
would at once be placed upon a 
sound financial basis, and their pro- 
moters find themselves in possession 
of ample funds for ali their require- 
ments. It is possible that there 
will be some poor districts, where 
too stern on insistence on the appli- 
cation of the principle might be 
detrimental to the success of the 
object which all bave at heart. 
These possible exceptions, however, 
will only serve to prove the rule 
that the general situation encourages 
medical men in China resolutely to 
adopt the principle of self-support 
for their hospitals.

MONARCHY AND 

THE DOMINIONS, 

February 10. 
Arten a brief period of uncer- 
tainty, during which it was feared 
that an alternative course would be 
found necessary, the Duke of Con- 
naught has been definitely appoint 
ed Governor-General of Canada. 
For a member of the Royal Family 
to occupy a substantive post of this 
character it ivid indication of 
the growing realization of the im- 
tance of the self-governing 
dominions to the Empire. That 
the King should consent to the 
departure from Great Britain for a 
considerable space of time of his 
distinguished Uncle, whose ripen- 
ed experience of affairs would be so 
valuable at the beginning of a new 
reign, testifies at once to the happy 
tact that characterizes all his Ma- 
jesty’s acts and to his thorough 
grasp of what may be termed latent. 
Tmperialistic necessities. © Apart 
from his relationship to the Sove- 
reign and regarded simply on his 
merits as a public man, the Duke of 
Connanght possesses every qualifica- 
tion for the honourable and onerous 
position that he is asked to fill. As 
a soldier he has devoted himself to 
thostady of his profession and, so 
ing him in his milit- 
ary career, in open secret that 
his Royal’ relationship has proved 
‘an obstacle to his attainment of ser- 
vice to which he aspired and for 
which he was, by general admission, 
thoroughly fitted. It was his keen- 
ness as a soldier that led to his 
relinquishment of the ornamental 
post of High Commissioner and 
Commander-in-Chief in the Mediter-

Imperial things, the undefined ar- 
rangement by which they wrought 
out their own salvation under the 
freely given protection of the Bri- 
tish Navy was mutually acceptable. 
With the growth of colonial 
strength and wealth, however, there 
developed a consciousness that there 
was humiliation involved in accept- 
ing protection for which no tangible 
return was made, and this led to 
the assamption by the colonies of a 
portion of the cost of defending 
their shores. More latterly this 
develoy both in Canada and 
Australia into a demand for navies, 
bnit and maintained at their own 
oxpense, and a beginning in this 
connexion has already been made. 
Australia and New Zealand, more- 
over, have sought further to relieve 
Great Britain of anxiety and ex- 
pense in regard to their safety by 
adopting a system of compulsory 
military training, which in a few 
years will give each of these 
dominions » comparatively power- 
ful citizen army. Before passing 
from this phase of the subject, namo- 
ly, the increased self-conscious- 
ness of the dominions, it is well to 
recall that, as yet there has been no 
overt sign that this self-conscious- 
ness is incompatible with firm loy- 
alty to the Empire. 

re are, however, some slight 
indications that the development of 
1a sense of responsibility may, unless 
a corrective be found in time, lead 
to a weakening of the ties that bind 
the Empire together. The Monarchy 
is represented in Canada solely by 
the Governor-General; the Lieuten- 
ant-Governors of the provinces are 
local men whose public services are 
deemed to have earned for them a 
position of honourable repose. This 
principle now also obtains in South 
Africa. In the Commonwealth of 
Australia the State Governors are 
still appointed by the Home Govern- 
ment, but in the Commonwealth 
there is a growing agitation for the 
adoption of the Canadian system 
Into the merits. of the two systems 
it is not necessary to enter 
sufficient to note that the principle 

















of local appointment has been con-|i 


ceded in Canada and South Africa 
and that, in view of the very human 
desire of politicians to increase their 
own possibilities of distinction, there 
is eyery reason to believe that its 
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severing of many of the links that 
bind the Colonies to the Home-land. 
The one great link that will remain 
will be the Governor-General, in 
each of the three great dominions, 
and upon his personality will largely 
depend its strength. Some Colo- 
nials are apt to declare that the 
King’s representative is a mere 
figure-head, but this is clearly a 
short-sighted view of the situation. 
A constitutional monarch does riot 
soil himself with the smoke and 
{sie ofipolitical battle, nevertheless 
is personal influen 
numerous unseen ways that are only 
possible because of his aloofness. 
Similarly a Governor-General or a 
Viceroy may, without straining his 
constitutional prerogatives, direct or 
restrain the aspirations of those 
whom he governs. In the changing 
conditions of to-day, therefore, the 
precedent created by the appoint- 
ment of a member of the Royal 
Family to « Governorship-General, 
may be a much shrewder stroke of 
policy than is immediately apparent. 














THE CONSCIOUS 
GROWTH OF 
INTERNATIONAL 
LAW. 

February 11. 

Waar goes by the name of 
international law was, in the be- 
ginning, no more the conscious 
product of the brain of man than 
was the ordinary common law of 
daily life. Both grew  spontan- 
cously out of the circumstances 
of regular intercourse, the one of 
individuals, the other of states. 
Only when thes customs, being 
broken, were affirmed by authority, 
did they take on the dignity of law. 








It was long before man saw that their 
value was not only a basis for, but 
‘an incentive to, legislation of the 


conscious kind. iat, however, 
came in time, and it was this, 
perhaps, moro than anything else, 
that formed the immense value of 
the legacy of jurispradenco left by 
Rome. International law, of course, 
rests on quite a different basis 
from that supporting the legislation 
of any state. The supreme law- 
giver is lacking. So are his sanc- 
tions. It is frequently urged that 
international law is no law at all 
in our English sense, which is 
narrower than either the Latin 
the French droit, or 
German Recht. But that is a 
matter of words only, and of no 
importance whatever, so long as 
states observe their engagements, 





and this, as a rule, they have found . 
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it to their a to do, 
inasmach as the double object of 
international lew is to facilitate in- 
tereourss and to prevent injustice. 
Every effort made towards uni- 
formity, certainty and publicity in 
the relationships of states, every 
ovement ond simplification in 
the rules at present existing, and 
every attempt at the introduetion 
of iareony in the primeiples and 
spirit of their intervourse is a gain 
to the world, and a sign that 
there is gradually being evolved 
a supreme political authority 
which has hitherto been Inching, an 
intertational public opinion of 
compelling power. It may well 
happen that this opinion will 
provide its own sanctions and seo 
to their enforcement. 

Instances of the conscious efforts 
now bei made towards the 
creation of what mny be termed 
intornational statate law are grow- 
ing more atid more freyuent. Wo 
have recently called attention to 
some of these in connexion with 
the Declaration of London, now

it which deals with the retation- 
‘ship of individuals in various states 
with their trade, copyright, and ull 
tht relates to what may be called 
privateinternational law, isbecoming 
more and more chrefully regulated 
by treaty. That which deals with pub- 
lic thatters,the affairs of state with 
state, receives attention through 
international conferences of which 
daring the past few years there 
have been many; to name bat a 
few—those dealing with trade in 
general, with opium; alcohol, aérial 
law, science, shipping and leprosy. 
All these, however, are dwatfed 
Ito insignificance when compared: 




















with the two great Peace Con- 
ferences at the Hague, which 
more nearly assumed the propor- 
tions of International Partianrents ; 
snd though they failed in 
their main objects to some ex- 
tent, the very feet thet altoge- 
ther voluntary and very earnest 
efforts were made te come to agree- 
ment on many points was proof 
that the time hes arrived when 
intermational legislation will take 
the place of international custom. 
Tt is anmecessary to labour a 
point which grows natarally out of 
the foregoing considerations—the 
happy promise, of the new depar- 
tore. The gain to communities 
resulting from conscious legislation 
for individuals will be transferred 
to and shared by states. Once let 
the proposed unlimited arbitration 
treaty now under the consideration 
of Great Britain and America 
become an accomplished fact, and 
there will be an example which the 
citizens of most other states will 
strongly desire to follow. An 
understanding between nations thus 
reed from foar of war amongst 
themselves might well enable them 
to bring pressure to bear on such 
as remained quarrelsome, and thos 
materially limit, if not entirely 
prevent, war. Masses of interna- 
tional law exist to-day which were 
quite unknown to Grotius or even 
to Vattel, and growing facilities 
for intercourse constantly add to 
them. Air-travel in itself 
fail to demand large 
Time wes when war was the main 
topic of treatises on international 
law. It is so no longer. The 
reat body of private international 
f; vastly outweighs the public 
section, of which that relating to 
war forms but a part. 
apologists, those binssed 
pleaders of the past, are giving 
way to“scientific students searching 
for principles which will be binding 
‘on all alike. Shifty evasions are 
not yet done with, but international 
opinion is growing more and more 
opposed to them, and the time is 
coming for the state, as for the 
individual, when legal daty will be 
as binding as legal right, and legal 
accountability will be followed by 
legal penalties in place of the self- 
ordered violence of bratal conflict. 














MUNICIPAL 


ADMINISTRATION. 
February 13. 

We: publish to-day a letter from 
Mr. F. Anderson on the subject of 
municipal administration. Mr. 
Anderson was at one time Chairman 
of the Municipal Council, and while 
Jno tonger resident here, continues 
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.| Sanitary Committeo,’ 


to keep in close touch with local 
affairs, and retarns to the Settle- 
ment from time te time. He has 
just paid a-short visit to Shanghai, 
and the suggestions put forward in 
the letter are the outcome of this 
fresh stady on the spot of lecal 
conditions. There is reason to 
believe thet, if opportunity bad 
offered, Me, Anderson would have 
preferred to elaborate bis scheme in 
public ; bat for want of other 
means of reaching a Shanghai 
audience, he has sought in tho 
compass of a brief letter to make 
his contribution to a diseussion 
that must shortly ensue on munici- 
pal affairs. Mr. Anderson’s sug- 
gestion is that in our municipal 
government the system of subsidiary 
committees to relieve the Counc) 
of some of its work should be 
extended. At present we have 
Committees to deal with the ques- 
tions of municipal eleetricity, 
education, public parks and the 
Town Band. To these Mr. Ander- 
‘sen proposes thet there should be 
added a Hospital Committee, a 
Sanitary Committee and, possibly, 
a eee tuber Committee. He 
puts forward tentatively the su; 

tion that the members of ‘Those 
Committees should be paid, as in 
the case of the presont Blectricity 
Committee, while he considers that 
“it might be desirable in view of 
ii the oo- 
operation of one or two of our 
Chinese fellew-residents on the 
For his 
soheme he claims the merit that it 
would relieve Councillors of mueh 
detail work, enabling them, while 
exercising a general suporvision 
over these subsidiary committees, 
to concentrate their attention more 
on the genoral administration, on 
watch matters and on municipal 
finance. 

Tn considering any change in 
Manicipal administration, it is well 
that the community should be 
agreed upon the necessity for a 
modification of the existing system, 
On this point at can frarally be

the nine Councillors of much of 
their detail work. The system of 
subsidiary committees has the 
advantage of having been tried and 
found successful, and it is reason- 
able to infer that an extension of it 
would operate with equal smooth 
ness and as effectively. It is obvious 
that, if nine Councillors were held 
to be necessary for the conduct of 
monicipal al forty years ago, 
there is full likelihood thet the work 
will prove too onerous for the same 
number to-day. Subsidiary com- 
mittees can be created without 
encroaching upon the traditional 
sanctity of the Land Regulations, 
and the Municipality is well able to 
pay for services thus rendered to 
it. An additional advantage of 
this scheme is the fact that it opens 
the door to Chinese co-operation 
without any modification of our 
existing Constitution. Much can 
be suid theoretically for a régime 
that does not admit Chinese re- 
presentation in this Settlement ; but 
if the community’s genius for 
government is not equal to keeping 
our easily-governed fellow-residents 
of Chinese nationality in a con- 
tented frame of mind, then we 
must enlist their co-operation. The 
experiment has been tried recently 
and proved satisfactory. There is 
no reason why it should not be put 
upon a permanent basis. 

Mr. Anderson has put forward 
his scheme of more subsidiary 
committees as an alternative to the 
proposal that the Chairman of the 
Council should be a paid official. 
In this connexion we regret that he 
did not have an opportunity to 
elaborate bis ideas, as at first sight 
it would appear that the two 
schemes are not necessarily alter- 
natives, but may be complement- 
ary. ‘That there are apparent 
difficulties in the way of a paid 
chairmanship is admitted, although 
these may not prove insuperable on 
closer examination ; but we doubt 
whether much fault will be found 
with its tendency to transfer more 
responsibility from the elected re- 
presentatives of the community to 
the permanent official staff. “The 
work of administering this Settle- 
ment must always impose consider- 
able responsibility upon the per- 
manent staff; but the effect of 
reinforcing this staff by an official 
of the experience and attainments 
that presumably will be 
by any incumbent of the chair- 
manship will be to lighten the 
burden. ‘Thus the proposal to have

a paid Chairman of the Council 
seems to deal with the other issue 
raised by the criticism on the exi 
ing system, and for this reason i- 
not to be regarded entirely as an 
alternative to Mr. Anderson’s, 
scheme.

A SUPREME COURT 


SENTENCE. 
February 13. 

Uxper the name of “An Eng- 
lishman” a correspondent writes 
inveigh against what he consid 
to be the inadequacy of the sentence 
recently passed in His Majesty’s 
Supreme Court in the caso Rex v. 
H. J. Craig. As there is reason to 
suppose that his views are shared 
by a large section of the community, 
it is well that publicity should be 
given tothe opinion and that the 
matter should be discussed free! 
and openly. The efficacy of Britis! 
justice is a national talisman w! 
all Britons hold dear, and it is in 
keeping with profound respect for 
the qualities and attainments of our 
jadicial Bench that there should be 
readiness to call attention to a case 
where the usual rale of unquestion- 
ing acceptance of a judgement or 























should be a very clear under- 
standing of the precise nature of 
the crime for which the acoused is 
charged and sentenced. 

Such a stipulation is evidently 
essential in considering the sentence 
under review. What may be 
termed the Siak case has been one 
of exceptional popular interest, 
widely canvassed throughout the 
community, and a large section of 
the public will have passed judge- 
ment in its own mind on the caso 
long before it came before the Su- 
preme (Jourt last week. This section 
is not likely, therefore, to pay very 
close attention to the actual pro- 
cedings in Court,’particularly when 
these can only be gleaned from a 
perusal of many columns of a 
newspaper.

In th 
present instance, therefore, there is 
no reason why the sentence in ques- 
tion should not be carefally discase- 
ed ; for, as our correspondent infers, 
it is ' universally acknowledged 
that the Judge of His Majesty's 
Supreme Court for China is per- 
sonally actuated by the desire to 
maintain the best traditions of 
British justice. The requisite de- 
gree of severity for any sentence 
may always be a matter of opinion; 
although, as s rule, the variance 
between different views will be 
inconsiderable. From our corres- 
pondent’s letter, however, it will be 
inferred that in this case the diver- 
gence between the Judge's sentence 
and popular expectation was ex- 
cessive, and it becomes at once

éame into Court.” It would appear 
almost certain that our correspon- 
dent, in common with the majority 
of the public, was under the im- 
prestion that the case in question 
was one of very serious fraud— 
striking, as he says, at the root of 
all commercial morality. But it is 
evident that the Court could not 
go beyond the Orown Advocato's 
own statement. The latter sai 
“The case for the Crown in the 
lower Court . . . was not that he 
conspired to obtain money which 
might-never have been due to him, 
but that he conspired with Pitts— 
the Directors then being somewhat 
anxious as regards the cstate and 
the receipt of the report—he con- 
spired with Pitts at that moment 
to have a telegram of this sort 
arranged for, which would hasten 
and make sure the corpletion of 
this agreement, and the payment 
to him and to Pitts of the money 
and shares which they might not 
otherwise have obtained. It was 
not a conspiracy to put off on the 
Directors an estate which might 
jor might not prove remunerative, 
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but with reckless criminality, re- 
gardless of whether there might be 
a good report or a bad one, he 
songht to hasten ihe completion of 
the agreement.” Later on the 
Crown Advocate ssid :—‘* The ac- 
cused probably thought that the 
estate would be a good one,” and 
finally ‘on behalf of the Crown he 
agreed that every consideration 
should be placed before his Lord- 
ship, as counsel for the accused 
suggested.” 

Tt would certainly not have been 
in keeping with the principles of| 
justice, if the Judge had allowed 
‘any information bearing on the! 
case that had not been adduced in 
Court to weigh with him. Thus 
his Lordship was able to say, in 
addressing the accused ;—“ I am 
glad to think that a conspiracy of a 
mean kind, « conspiracy to defraud 
the public, a conspiracy to sell an 
inferior concern as one which you 
pretended was good one, was not 
in your thoughts... . I take into 
consideration all the circumstances 
which have been urged in your 
behalf and most of all, of course, 
the fact that you were not at that 
time actuated by a desire to defraud 
people of money.” It is, therefore, 
only the facts actually adduced in 
Court at the trial, by the Crown 
Advocate himself in making out in 
the interests of justice the gravest 
possible charge that he could sub- 
stantis which have to be taken 
into consideration in the passing of 
sentence. If the latter was content 
that “every consideration ” should 
be allowed to weigh with the Court, 
he too must have been satisfied that 
8 comparatively light sentence was 
called for in all the circumstances, 
Tho introduction, rightly or wrong- 
ly, of harsher terms on other occa- 
tions or in the course of subsequent 
developments cannot be held to 
have a bearing on the case, as 
actually brought to the cognizance 
of the Court. When the salient 
facts connected with the sentence 
against which our cori dent 
inveighs are carefully weighed, wo 
trast that it will be held that, as far 
as our local Bench is concerned, 
the efficacy of British justice has 
been maintained.

Inevitably much of what Mr. Fisher 
had to say was in relation to his 

sonal experiences, and is, there- 
| seg only of local interest, but be 
also expressed views on questions 
‘of some moment tothe Empire at 
large. His visit had impressed 
upon him the desirability of better 
acquaintance between the self- 
governing portions of the Empire 
and the still greater necessity that 
existed for statesmen to leave 
the Home land, to visit the 
dominions and to acquire personal 
knowledge of the men who were| 
there carrying on the government. 
With this opinion there will be 
general agreement ; in fact that it 
is held at Home has already been 
shown by the inauguration of 
Imperial Conferences, at fixed in- 
tervals, and the dispatch of perman- 
ent officials attached to the Uolon’ 
Office on a mission to the Colonies. 























Mr. Fisher, not unnaturally per- 
haps as he had just retarned from 
witnessing the birth of a nation, 





was moved chiefly to an exhortation 
to Australians to develop and re- 
solutely to maintain a national 
ideal. “ Unless, he declared, they 
had a national ideal which rose 
‘above local interests, it would be 
impossible for Australia to assume 
the place among the nations 
of the earth to which its 
wealth and its possibilities justified 
it in aspiring. Although he did 
not so express it in deliberate terms, 
Mr. Fisher intimated that he urged 
the cultivation of a separate national

spirit in each part of the Empire, 
consistent with and auxiliary to 
implicit loyalty to the Imperial 
ideal. 

This advice is thoroughly in 
consonance with the spirit of 
modern British Imperialism. Ex- 
perience has shown that the colonist 
of British birth thrives best in an 
atmosphere of freedom. Failure to 
recognize this fact lost to Great 
Britain the territory that now forms 
the United States of America ; 
dawning recognition of its trath 
led to the replacement of the bond 


affection between her and her 
existing over-sea dominions, Each

of the self-governing portions of 
the British Empire bas actually, 
though not nominally, as much 
power to control its own destinics 
as some “sovereign” states that, 
by a polite fiction, owe no allegiance 
or duty to another Power. For 
example, some of the smaller 
Spanish-American states are sup- 
to wield much wider powers 
than Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land or South Africa, but in’ fact 
they dare not put these powers to 
the proof. The growth of national 
spirit is quite compatible with 
partnership in an Empire. Already 
the Canadian and Australian types 
bave developed and, although ‘it i 
more than likely that modification 
will take place, these types are 
recognizable the one from the other, 
and all from the citizens of the 
United States. That simultaneously 
with the development of a physical 
type there has been the gonesia of a 
national ideal may be assumed, 
though it would not be possible to 
express that ideal in words. One 
‘of the limitations of the Briton is 
failure to crystallize his aspira- 
tions into words after the manner 
of others. Rather is he conscious 
dimly of a yearning after “ intan- 
gible better things.” Guided by 
instinct rather than by reason, yot 
holding to tradition whi 
dering himself to inspi ; 
mbles onward and upward to- 
wards an unknown goal. 

Mr. Fishor has himself an ideal 
that is as honourable as . 
He said: “I believe that, if the 
English-speaking peoples and the 
peoples associated under the British 
fiag would co-operate, that they 
would be able, not only to protect 
own interests, but toa con- 
siderable extent to protect the peace 
of the world, and almost to assure 
it.” That such a federation of 
English-speaking peoples could 
‘assure the peace of the world is 
beyond all doubt. The preponder: 
ing weight of military and financial 
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time, in view of the military activit 
that 'is developing in the British 
dominions, that power would pro- 
bably be ‘infinitely greater than 
that of any conceivable hostile com. 
bination. “But there is no necessity 
to contemplate hostility or even ani- 
motity. What Mr. Fisher probably 
has in mind is the preservation of 
peace by rendering any would-be 
disturber liable to the penalties of 
outlawry. He indicates a method of 
arriving at the same result that is 
now being sought by competition 
in armaments. At present an in- 
crease by one Power automatically 
causes an increase by others, because 
it is Feared that Failure to preserve 
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the balance would result 
‘Attempts have beon, and are still 
being, made to secure the universal 
adoption of some scheme for the 
limitation of armaments, but hitherto 
they have met with little actual 
success. The Australian Premier 
suggests as a short cut to this 
greatly desired goal a federation 
between all the English-speaking 
peoples, which would have no other 
object than the preservation of 
peace. Such a federation, while 
leaving political divisions absolutely 
unchanged, would in the opinion 
of those who support it, release an 
immense amount of wealth and 
energy that are now being diverted 
to purposes in many respects use- 
less, and allow all the nations to 
work out their domestic salvation 
free from ever-growing burdens 
and relieved from all external 
anxiety. Whatever view may be 
taken of the feasibility of the ideal, 
of its value as a motive of aspira- 
tion there can he no question.

Some anxiety ix felt bere lest we 
should be visited by the plague 
As far as is known here there 
have been no cases up {o the present 
south of Tsianfa, bat in the atsence 
of anything like «ficient sanitary 
inepection of the villages and especially 
of the inns on the main roads, it is 
impossible to eay that the dist 
entirely free from the disese, The 
Chinese suthorities at Tsinanfa are 
taking vigorous steps to prevent its 
entering that city. The main avenues 
of spproach from the North are well 
gusrded and all traffic is made to 
converge on one point where a strict 
quarantine station bas been established 
and no one coming from the 
infected districts is allowed to pass. 
The Yellow River is, of course, a good 
nataral bai whicb, if properly 
protected, should prove slmost impass- 
‘able to the plagae. Wo heer, however, 
of cases baving oceurred-at Wangts'an, 
‘station on the Tsingtao Railway, bat

MEDICAL REPORTS, 

‘The following are from the “ Peking 
Daily News " of Febrasry 4 : 

Doctor Wu Lien-teb, teleg 
from Harbin says :—While principally 
passoomie thisty per eet i eewondoely 
septicaemic, seven per cent primarily 
septicaemia, rarely enteric. I have 
obtained pure cultures of bacilli in each of 
these types. Dr. Mespy’s case was parely 
septicaemic, Microscopical examination 
shows that the microbe has. the usual 
caltural characte istios and is apparently 
the same as that found in bubopic 
plagae, ‘The few rats we have been able 
‘to examine hare been found uninfected ; 
wohave examined no fleas, these not 
\being obtainable, The rirclence af the 
microbe is multiplied as it passes from 
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map to man. There is considerable 
evidence that the disease is transmit- 
table by breath as well as through the 
matum. Very close contact is, appar- 
not necessary. Dr, Sha Shib- 
probably became infected merely 
throogh speaking with a servant. 
‘There has come under my observa- 
tion no authentic case of recovery. 
Doctors Mesny and Sha became 
infected despite their vaccination 
with the Haffkine vaccine. So also 
was the case with « number of the 
Rassian medical assistants who bave 
died. Masking seems to be the most 
important precsation to be taken to 
protect the individual.”

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THE LATE DR. ARTHUR C JACKSON. 


The death of Dr. A. C. Jackson, 
from plagae, on January 25 bas caused 
great sorrow among all classes, Chiness 
and foreign, in thie city, 

Arthur C. Jackso2 was a distingeished 
gradnate of Cambridge. He took high 
honours in science, and after taking his 
medical degree at that University be 
jstadied at the Liverpool School of 
Tropical Medicine and took the Di- 
ploma. He had also rich practical 
experience in bospital work at home, 60 
that professionally be was splendidly 
‘eqnipped. When oaly fourteen years of 
age be decided to be « missior and 
io all bis preparatory work kept this 
object prominently before him. 

In May of last year be met Dr. Chris- 
tie of Makden, who was theo home on 
furlough, and the claims of the work in 
Mancharia were Isid before him, 
especially those of the Medical College 
which was abont to be established, For 
this he was eminently fitted, so when he 
offered himself be was immediately 
appointed by the United Free Church 
of Scotland as a medical missionary to 
Mokdeo. He arrived in November 
1910, and st once threw himself into 
the atady of the lnoguage, and gave 
valuable aseistence in the large Medical 
Mission and Hospital. 

When Plague broke out in January, 
Dr. Christio was requested by the 
Government to act as medical adviser, 
especially in establishing Preventive 
measures; and he and his colleagues 
wero asked to take special charge of the 
Chinese rail i 
number of coolie: 
from the infected 
rendered the spt 
that point most to be feared. The 
medical men readily gavo their services, 

‘more 60, because the Manchurian 
Goverament was eager to do what they 
could in this warfare, which is s> new 
to Chinese experience, 

Dr. Jackson promptly volunteered 
for the work at the station, and was at 
once inoculated with Haffkine's vaccine, 


‘The last train-losd of coolies ined left 
Makden for Shanbaikuan, before he 
entered on bis datics, Janamry 14, 
bot that train was stopped and re. 
tarned to Malden on Sunday, the 15th, 

the coolies having died 
of the plegce, Over four hundred 
‘and seventy contact oases were 
thrown on the Mukden authorities, 
before they bed -hed time to meke any 
provision for their isolation or scoom- 
modation, ‘These men had to be 
sheltered somewhere from’ the rigours 
‘of the winter, for the temperature, that 
night, was 30 degrees (Febr.) ‘below 
zero. The only place available was 
some Chinese inns near the railway 
station, and there they were made as 
comfortable as porsible and fed liberally 
‘at Government expense, 

On Sonday night and Monday 
several more died, and it was evident 
that the more immediate contacts onght 
to be separated systematically, to eave 
the whole number from death, This 

Jackson voluntarily undertook, 
moving over toa house st the station 
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to live, and doing his best for the poor 
fellows. 

All that week he worked hard getting 
things into order, being supported by 
constant consaltation with Dr. Christie, 
who was doing all ia bis power to hasten 
the removal of the coolies to more 
suitable quarters. The last. thio 
Jackson did, before being taken ill, was 
to see after the discharge, on Monday 
afternoon, January 23, of a batch of 
sixty, who were bathed with antiseptics, 
shavep, supplied with new clothes by 
the Goverament, and sent away, each 

with his ticket money in hand, retarned 
by the railway authorities, The follow- 
ing day the rest of the coolies were 
removed to » contact station some 
distance off, and that part of the work 
‘was finished. 

But the inspection of these infected 
had alresdy done its work, io 
ite of every precaution on the part of 
Dr. Jackson, who was « carefal and 
pradent man, thoroagbly up-to-date, 
and well versed in all. bacteriological |!

Locally. we bave been haviog s daily 
mortality of about 170 to 200 in the 
Chinese city, whilst amongst the Chinese 
in the Raesian city the death rate has 
never exceeded fifty. Dr. Stenhonse 
and myself (of the Union Medical 
College) were sent up by the Govern- 
ment to teke over the qoarantine work. 
‘The difficalties of the work were enor- 
mons, the Chinese thwarting and delsy- 
ing everything. Largely through the 
efforts of Dr. Gibb, and pressure 
from Consolar snthorities, = thou- 
sand soldiers were sent up to estab- 
h an efficient cordon round the 
city, thas liberating the local police for 
inside work, and at this late date, nearly 
three months after the outbreak, we: 
ave reached a stage of efficiency which 
any other conntry but Chine would 

ttained in the first week. A big 
difficalty, which took over a month to 
decide, was the disposal of the thousands 
of accumulating bodies, coffined and 
‘uncoffined, with the intense frost—often 
twenty degrees below zero. Burying 
was out of the question, and from 
photographs taken, — more ghastly 
sight has rarely been seen, of nearly 
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half-a mile of coffins, piled in heaps, 
with heads, limbs and’ traoks protrad- 
ing—some actually sitting in the 
coffins; for in the earlier days 
most of the dead were found in the 
streets, frozen in whatever form they 
heppened to fall. The Goveroment 
provided the coffine, of rough planks, 
for which local makers got » large price, 
‘and the frozen bodies could not be got 

to them. The frequent method 
‘adopted by the coolies was to break the 
Jieobs with hammers and so foroe the 
body more or less into the coffin. 
Finally the Government consented to 
cremation, and this week has seen the 
burping of well over 4,000 coffins wnd 
bodies.

Oppe applied for and 
was granted a writ of certiorari, directed 
to B. G. Toars E-q., formerly Judge of 
H. B. M, Provincial Court at Amoy, to 
remove into this Court, and to quash 
an order of conviction made on or about. 
Jaly 28, 1910, whereby H.P. Leaver 
was convicted of illegally arresting the 
persons of a Chinese and of a Japanese 
protected subject upon a jetty of the 
British Concession st Amoy, without 
legal authorizationand contrary to the! 
regulations of the British Concession, 
‘and sentenced to» fine of fifty dollars, 
or in default, seven days imprisoament. 

The facts of the case were fally set 
forth in the affidavit filed by H. P. 
Leaver, and published in our report of 
the former hearing of the case. 

On this occasion the 'rown Advocate:
